Now whereas two things are objefted againſt the Feſuits, they 
witrbeaſily anſwered ; Firſt, it us objefted that the Feſuits teach 
te Doftrine of the Pope depoſing Kings.

Your Generals Prohibition ( as yoy 
Reaſons ſeem to expreſs it) is, Not rozeacb,&c, that Dotirine ; a 
then you are free, at leaſt to teach, &c. the contrary ; wh 
who of you ever did ſa much as in a private Conference? Ny 
will it help you, if your Generals Prohibiction be to ſpeak « 
ther for or againſ# that Opinion. ( which I believe is the tru, 
though your Reaſons craftily diſſemble it ; ) ſince then you ny 
ther have hitherto given, nor can hereafter give the leaſt ws 
faction to Princes, without diſobeying your General. 

Let any one but caſt his eye upon F. Lloyd ( or Fiſber) 2þ 
mous man in hisgeneration, and conſider what he writes inhy 
Anſwer to the Nine Points, That he omitted the diſcuſſion of th 
Ninth Point, about the rages Authority to depoſe Kings ; fo, 

' being bound by the commau f his Genersl given to the whole (þ 
ger, net ropubliſh any thing, of that Argument, without ſendny th 
ſame firſt to Rome, to be reviewed and approved ; his Anſwe 
that Port could not have been performed without wery long exp 
tion and delay, And (þ goes on; referring His Majeſty andik 
Reader in general, to the Treatiſes lately written on that Subj 
to which, (aid be, 'Tis not needfull any thing ſhould be added, 

I ask, firſt, is not this Jeſuits proceeding with his King extrene 
ly, both uncivil and diſloyal too ? his Majeſty commandza 
Engyiiſh Jeſuit ro write concerning tbe Opinion of depoſing Kay, 
and giving away their Kingdoms by Papal power, whether 

or indirea ly: what ſays ; Jeſuit to this important queſtion, 
wherein all Princes, and particularly his Majeſty was fo neat 
concerned ? He could not anſwer it without ſending ir firſt to 
Rome to be approved, &c and fo excuſed himſelf, and malt 
no anſwerat all ; which now of theſe two will you gue ws 
the Jeſuits ſupreme Soveraign, the King or his General? Nat 
ſhould 1 have ſtayed ſolong upon the example of one particult 
Jeſuit, though never ſo eminent among them, bur chat by oo 
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heir Reaſons, I ſee they all cleave to the ſame Principle, of 
wt meddling with this point, whatever it coſts them, without 
kare of their General. 

S&condly, I ask concerning thoſe late Treatiſes here mention- 
2d by the Jeſuit; were they not thoſe very Books which Paris 
and ſo many whole Univerſities of France publickly condemned ? 
{have this motive to think ſo; F. Fiſher wrote this Book 1626. 
theſe Treatiſes were that very year condemned, and ſome of 

as Santarellus printed but the year before. Bur, that F. 
fer adhered tothe affirmative of the Popes depoſing power, is 
evident by his other excuſe, that commonly Kings are not 
villing to bear the pegs of coercive Authority over them, &fc. As 
&, when his Adverſary objected, that Suarez's Book was burn 
the Hangman, he anſwers (far fromdiſliking his Brother Fe- 
Ci theſe peremptoty worgs ; 1 —_ demand of you, ſays 
Fiſher, if Fefuit Suarez bis Book be proj icial to Princely Autho» 
ty, why is the ſame allowed in all other Catholick Kingdoms, &c? 
Dresthis ſound, as if the Feſuirs had changed their inclination 
that Doftrine ; whilſt one of their eminenteſt Writers ſtrives 
thus to defend, nay, applaud, even Suarez, one of the moſt of- 
knfve and extravagant, even, Feſwirs, that ever medled with 
that Subje ? 

9. My Seventh Doubt, is about your dependence ow the Pope, 
which you gloriouſly explicate to conſiſt in this, that The Feſwits 
a obliged by a particular Vow, to be ready to goeven unto the utmoſt 
hund: of the Earth, to preach the Goſpel to Infidels. I deſire to 
mow, by what virtue you explicate your Vow in theſe words ? 
the terms of your Vow are theſe, In/uper promitto em Obedi- 
mntiam ſummo Pontifici circa miſſiones : which, by the tenour ofthe 
_ to go whither he ſhall ſend you, and do what 
befhall command you.in your Miſſions, Firſt, there's never a 
word. of preaching the Goſpe/, nor of Infidels ; and your Miſſi- 
ons may "be as well to Catholicks as to Infidels ; as we ſee the 
Prudels Miſhon, in France, for the moſt part, are imployed a- 
mong Catholicks : and 1 would demand whether your Miſſion 
Mo Englayd be not as well to Catholicks as to Proteſtancs ? 
erefore, by this Vow, your are bound to do whatever the 
Pope commands you:- as for example, if the Pope ſhould ex- 
communicate or depoſe the Prince, and command you to move 
theCatholicks to rake Arms; you were bound by your Vow = 

. Q 
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do it. And, therefore, *t:s no wonder if you give the Poe, 
Catalogue of theſe men, and their qualities, (tor they areguy 
rally ſpeaking, thoſe who are eminenteſt in your Order) ay 
brag to him how great an Army ot Pens and Tongues you hy 
cevored to him, co further any attempt or Gdehgn he ſhall i 
mand. | 

Beſides, is it not well known that none of your Ordergyy 
to Inftidel's Countries, but ſuch as deſire it, whereof no fa 
part do it for diſcontentment they find in your Colleges? al 
that the-Popemay as well ſend one of the Pillars of vt, Far; 
Church in Rome, to preach to Infidels, as one of your prog 
ſed Fathers, if it be againſt your Generals, and his own will 
Theretore, this /pecial obedience is but a flaſh of vanity aboes 
thers; by which the Pope has a Chimerical power: over ya; 
ſuch as your ſubtilty in Divinity will call porentia nnday. 
without your own wills, ſhall never come into At. 

Yet do I not think that his Majeſty will quarrel with yaule 
this Vow, as you explicate it: though to rel} you my ſenk di, 
I do not know how it ſtands with His Prerogative, thats 
Pope ſhall have power over his Subjects, which may be uk 
to him, to ſend them, without his leave, to fapan and Chu 
Bur, this Authority you aſſume to your ſelves, and further; 
For, youdo not only oblige your Subjects to come in, op 
of the Kingdom, when you command them ; bur play the m. 
of life and death, upon the Kings natural Subjects, without 
leave, or any crime that, according to Civil Laws, deſervaje 
niſhment. You-preſume by your power, to ſend them to.#/s 
zen, or ſome ſuch place, wherein either your ſelves hare hi 
Juſtice, orthe higb Juſtice isat your Levotion, there frame Pie 
ceſs againſt them, and execute them, without making accout 
to His Majeſty, of the life of his Subject, for pretended cnas 
committed -in England. 

This (taking the whole ſtory together ) I conceive to bet 
leſs than making your ſelves Soveraigns over His Majlis 
Subjets, -that is, to be an At of High Treaſon. Yet, d 
parts of this Action are evidently in your: hands, in virtue d 
your obedience, .and your having ſuch places of high Juſtice 
your Command : 4o that your Subjetts.. have other Soverag 
than the King's Majeſty, whom, by conſequence, they ought © 
fear more than him, ſince their power is more immediate, and 
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ping ang preſſed on their Conſciences. As for the practice, 
(ad £0 have been uſed Upon one Themas Barton, all Cminent 
among you, who wrotea Book called The Agreement of 
Fujh and Reajun, How true it 1s, 1 undertake not to. juſtifie ; 
caſh your ſelves from Higa Treaſon, it behoves 
ay to produce the man. And fo you havemy f-venth Doubr. 
"y My _— Doubt is, that you equivocate with us in this 
word Dependence : for you turn-it to be CCpendence by Vow 
whereas more likely it means dependence of [ntere/?, and fi Igni- 
es, chat is your intereſt to ingage the Pope to you, by main- 
nining all beight of Supreme Authority in him, though ic be 
xerer ſo irrational and againſt God's Law. For, by fo doing, 
al can uſe it all for your own Iatereſt, in procuring for 
ur ſelves and, friends whatever lies either in the Po; pes Autho- 
fityor Grace, -as Exemptions, Priviledges, Benefices, c *c, For, 
men look not on your Bady as on others, whoſe Gznerals have 
wichef power than according to their Rules, to look to their 
; Bur on you they look as on an Army managed by 
man ; whoſe Wea are Pens and Tongues ; and the 
Arts of Negotiation, and all plauſb'e, means of commending 
jour (lvgs to the. orld. Whigh you gxerciſe ini ſuch aheight, 
at hays bad the boldneds t9 threaten the Pape wich a Schitin; 
vel the King of Spain your Tongues atid Pens had gotten 
lim more Dominions than his Armies ; to attempt breaking the 
lierties of Venice; to be able to raiſe Seditions i in moſt Coun- 
ries; and to be dreadful torhe very Kings arid Princes. And 
d his, becauſe, as Chriſt propoſed to his Diſciples the love of 
obs angeher, for the Badge of Chriſtianity ; ſo, your Generals 
to you blind obedicnce-for the Badge of a Feſuit ; that 
rating with, thee, ta make them powerfull and 
BER and your —_ invincible, and terrible to all thar 
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Yet if we believe Mr. # hite { acknowledged an able man) thy 
are both damnab'e Herefies, and  deftruftive of Faih ay 
Church: and many others alſo of our moſt learned, diſlike 
though their courage, &c. reaches not to brand them ſo jy, 
ly. In this complication of Intereſts, then, and not in 
glorious Vow, conſiſts the dependence you have o ſpeci 
the Pope, in a matter not of Religion, but of Temporal pry 
and greatneſs. 

9. My Ninth Doubt is, about the compariſon you matey, 
tween your ſelves and others; telling us how you are by ſy; 
Vow, excluded from all Benefices and Dignities, by which thy 
may win the affeftion of other Church-men. Concerning whigh 
firſt inquire, whether this be roundly true? I doubt yoyty 
loth to reject all the Abbeys and Benefices annexed to your 
ledges, to vecrific this Vow, as you have ſer it down it your yi 
per : and therefore the etfett of your Vow'is only, that fringiſ 
men may not be alienatedfrom your Ordef, with hope of que 
lives in ſuch Benefices; and not the contempr of the 
and Honour following it ; asis ſufficiently teſtified by analy 
Vow of yours; which is, that, if any of youre, for ſyecial ny 
ſons, be made Biſhop, he ſhalt be hound” ro be. ſubject to 
Provincial, or Rector'of the place bf his Reſidence, and to ' 
their advice in the govertiment of his Church ; whith yots 
tend as far as toCardinals, to a capacity of which Eminent 
2ity, notwithſtanding your ſpecial Yow, your Diſpenſianl 
ly reach. So that your Vow is no Religious one, of d 
Honours; but a politick abuſe, mask'd under the veil df 
on, that the abler men of your Order may, not be ſeparanl 
from it, and ſo the Body may remain the ſtronger, and yor 
General more potent to reſiſt the Pope himſelf. © * © 

Neither does this any way diminiſh, but increaſe your & 
pendence on the Pope ; both, becauſe 'tis by him your Hodh WW 
are furniſht with Benefices, and thoſe never to return'totk I 
Popes Donatfon ; as becauſe you oblige your Fri ppb 
curing others for them, you being at Tus elbow, to fug | 
or that friend, on whom all his Benefices may be conferred :\y 
which means yougetthe endearment duetothe Pope fromthd 
Friends, to the increaſe of your own: power and riches ; and 
your felves ſtill find out new prerended neceſſities to beg more: 
So that this Holy Vow of yours no ways makes you lets las 
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we; but to ſuck his paps the harder : as thoſe know, who 
hare ſeen what paſſed in France and Flanders thele late years ; 
ally under the Archduke Leopold. 

10. Yet have I another Doubt concerning this Yew of yours, 
#s. Whether ir does not make you as refractory to Kings and 
Princes, as to the Pope ? Far to ſpeak truth, whatever the 

pht 1s in other Countries, in Eng/and, where the Canons 

Concordates with the Pope have been out of uſe a hundred 
years, and by conſequence, have no force, even in your own 
Dodtors opinions; and therefore things are to be governed by 
ature and Reaſon : at leaſt, in England, I fay, all ſuch Bene- 
es and Collations belong more to the King than to the Pope.

i1. My Eleventh Deubt is, how you anſwer your baniſknex 
out of France and Venice, viz. that Both theſe States bave rquld 
ther Atts, Which anſwer makes nothing to this, that yus 
ther did not deſerve the ſentence, ar deſerved to have it revs 
ſed ; one of which any. judicious man would have expettlz 
your hands. Now; to come to particulars; the Venetian wen 
ſo refolute againſt you , that they made it Treaſon for ayd 
their State ſo much as to motion yaur return, and refukd6 
vers Princes interceſſions. for you. Till their caſe reducingttea 
to fear the arery of the Turk,. if they had not the Pops d 
ſiſtance, promiſed. them .largely if they would. re-admit ju: 
they rather choſe to,Iitruggle with your Treaſons at home,tta 
admit the barbarous conqueſt of their Dominions. Whets 
they have cauſe to repent, or not, I know not ; Bur, them

it, mt Randing ſo ferupuloulſſy -upon your Generals decree, 
mick furely fheonld nor be choughe to bind in-ſuch extreme 
erfes :- event the I aws of the Church, and of General Councils 
we know oblige not, where our obedience would ruin vs ; 
and will you ftiil more preciſely obſerve your own By-Laws, 
than the facred Canons of the Univerfal Church ? 'Methinks 
therefore, in, due fatisfaction concerning the -pretences. of the 
Pope againit the King ; whatever Catholick' Dottors hold 'fa- 
rourabte ro Princes, in theſe differences, ſhould by you be ga-+ 
thered together, and fubſcribed, and promiſed to be maintained 
with all your power. As, firſt, the Dotrine, whichdenies thee 
the Pope has any Authority in any Caſe to m—_ or tempo- 
Kay rlly moleft the King, or any of His Majefties Subjects.

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Authority, may force bis Majeſties Subjeds to go into Cay, 
tries where they cannot enjoy the protection of their Prince, 
the Subjects are not free to maintain thele allertions : therelare, 
this Poſition, alſo, that a Swbje&# of England is bound to apjun 
before any foreign Tribunal, without His Majeſties conſent, is al 
to be condemned. Nov is it leſs necellary you ſhould expreſy 
renounce the Doftrines of Equrvocation and Mental Reſerus 
tion ; without which all the reſt afford very little ſecurity; And 
I could wiſh you would find ſome way how to aſſure vs, 
when you ſolemnly make your diſclaim of theſe laſt Opinions 
you do not praftiſe them even while you renounce then 
Unleſs ſuch Tenets be ſtubbed out of the heads and tongue 
of your Preachers, there cannot be expected any hearty Alk 
giance in the Feſuited Party, whoſe coniciences are governedly 
you ; but ſuch a one as ſhall waver with every blaſt fi 
Rome. 

Neither can any Prieſt exempt himſelf from ſubſcribing the 
condemnation of all theſe. For, Ignorance of neceſſary truty 
is not to be allowed in Teachers. And, ſuppoſing that eney 
one knows the Propoſitions are not Articles of Catholic 
Faith, the manifeſt Iaconveniences that follow them, il 
evidently convince they areto be condemned. For, tempord 
ſubjection to Princes is the main ground of the peace and good 
government of the Common-wealth; and what is againſt tha, 
is againſt the Law of God and Nature. 

Iſhould think it, therefore, not ſo much your beſt, as yar 
only way, to lay aſide your private Intereſts with the Poge, 
and declare your ſelves not the laſt, but the forwardet in 
your Allegiance to His Majeſty, that you may cancel you 
former proceedings, and blot out the ſetled Opinion of your 
Diſſimulation. You can do it, it you will ; for you teach men 
to depoſe their own private conſciences on the Opinions 
others. You cannot deny but the contrary Opinions are aſc 
red by Catholick Doctors ; and therefore by your own Max 
imes, *tis lawfull for you to hold them, nor willI now dif; 
thoſe Maximes. It concerns you deeply ; for, you muſt have 
a ſpecial favour from the Civil State: and not to pretend to 
ſuch, is to profeſs you break the Catholick Parliament's $ 
tutes, and preſs the Popes exorbitant Authority, and drawsall 
your adhereats into Treaſon before God and a m—_— 
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the Laws. Think therefore ſoberly, and conclude ſtrongly 
what you have to do : and, ler not your General's Intereſt 
arerſway Truth and Juſtice, and your private Good, 
Yer one reflection occurs to me worth your notice, riſing 
from the report I toucht at the beginning, That you, ſeeing 
ſelves ſhut our from the Favour Voted by the Houſe of 
Lords, toother Catholicks, are caſting about how to ſtop the 
eſs of . that Vote, and prevent its. growing into an Act. 
Whereupon I raiſe this Lure, why you, who are but a parti- 
cular Body, ſhou!d not rather take up your roots and tranſ- 
ant; than ſo to ſeek your private benefit, that you care not 
to hazard the whole ? Do you not remember how and why 
you weat from Venice ? you voluntarily departed in pure Obe- 
Jence to the Pope, upon a quarrel betwixt him and that Srare ; 
and were only kept out, not ſentaway : And, were it notnow 
& high a Charity, and as much for your reputation, to yield 
for a time, till your own deportments ſhall deſerve your reſti- 
rution ; to which nothing can more conduce, than your peace- 
able departure, eſpecially where the circumſtances are ſo differ- 
ent: When you left Venice, you were conceived to hope a 
ſeedy return, by the Popes Arms and Triumphorer your 
own Country ; whereas, if you now go away, your departure 
will be abſolutely free from the blemiſh of that ſuſpicion, and 
remain to all poſterity an Aftionof pure Heroick Vertue ; while, 
in 6 tender a caſe, you prefer the publick before your own 
preſent private good... You why could leave a Country, where 
you were rich and proſperous, meerly to comply with the 
Pope; can you not now depart from a Country, where your 
kives ay, you are poor and afflited, for the univerſal good 
of Religion ? Elſe, will not this pitch of ReluCtance favour too 
rakly of the rich glue which indeed faſtens your hearts here; 
and betray at length to the inquiſitive, that your yearly Rents
